Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
crowd-packed invasion of the 
Midwest evoked cheers today 
from his campaign managers. 


The Republican presidential nom- 


inee carried into possibly hostile 
territory-in Minnesota his serious 
minded bid for the presidency. 


Arthur Summerfield, Republican 


national chairman, told this re 
porter Eisenhower's backers are 
"entirely satisfied" with the im- 
pression the general made on about 
a quarter of a million persons who 
turned out to see and hear him in 
Illinois and Indiana Monday. 


Flies to East 


Eisenhower will desert his canv 


paign train temporarily this after' 
noon to fly to New York, where he 
will speak before the American 
Federation 
of Labor convention 


Wednesday. He will pick up his 
train again Wednesday night in 
Moline, III. 


The general capped his day's 


campaigning with a 125-mile auto- 
mobile trip, starting from 
the 


South Side of Chicago and taking 
in Joliet, Wheaton, Aurora and Ot- 
tawa, 111. 


He got friendly, cheering crowds 


in this territory, part of which is 
border-line between 
Democratic 


and Republican control, that were 
larger than this correspondent has 
seen for any presidential candi- 
date in a comparable area. 


Serious Note 


His main mission for the day, 


according to Summerfield, was to 
sound a serious note that would 
contrast to recent quips by Gov.

Truman Hits

D. Eisenhower is 


among them—as "pullbacks" 
who want to "go back to the 
horse and buggy days." 


And he declaied "It is a Job 


for all of us" to bring medical 
and health services to the people 
at a price they can afford to pay. 


"I would- not call such a goal 


'socialism'," 
Truman said. 
"I 


would call it a goal of enterprise- 
American enterprise." 


Truman didn't mention the Re- 


publican presidential nominee by 
name in a speech prepared for a 
luncheon of the American Hospi- 
tal Association in Convention Hall. 


Quoted Ike 


But he quoted language used by 


Eisenhower in New York Sunday 
opposing Truman's medical insur- 
ance plan. Elsenhower advocated, 
among other steps, "locally admin- 
istered indigent medical care pro- 
grams." 


Truman's 
opponents have re- 


nounced Truman's past proposals 
to Congress as "socialized medi- 
cine" and "complsory medical in- 
surance," definitions with which he 
differs. 


But he said today: 
"You can't make thexbeit mod- 


ern medicine available to every- 
body—as it should be—unless there 
is some way for people to pay for 
it." 


Truman's, national health pro- 


gram, embracing prepayment of 
medical, hospital, laboratory and 
even some dental costs by In- 
creases in social security pay- 
ments, has kept a controversy go- 
ing between him and the American 
Medical Association (AMA) for 
seven year*. Eisenhower called It 
a mtwe toward "socialized medi- 
cine." 


Flr»t Importance 


The President told the hospital 


group that good health is of "first 
mportance" to the general wel- 
fare, and added: 


"That is why, ever »lnc» I have 


seen president, I have recommend- 
ed programs which I believe will 
provide better medical and health 
services for all our people." 


Asserting some groups have been 


strongly against them, he said they 
are the ones who "want to pull 
back." He said he has constantly

We held our natinnuidc MinnpapoliOIoIine plowing demonstra- 
tion on -Friday, September 12th, and what a day for a plowing 
demonstration. There hadn't been any rain for weeks and the 
ground was an hard as cement, especially on the Win. Archer 
farm, in the heart of the Lee County Swamp.

A large crowd was present at the demonstration, most of which 
were farmers in the swamp area who quit their fall plowing 
because of the extreme dryness and hard plowing condition that 
existed. 


Johnics Garage of Lee Center, the local M&M dealer who spon- 
sored the demonstration was a bit skeptical about doing any 
plowing under those conditions, hut finally decided to go through 
with the plowing regardless of the tough plowing. 


Two LP gas tractors were used, one standard tread furnished 
by Bob Mathaslus of Compton and a row crop U by Waldron 
Gilbert o( Dixon. This wan the first time a LP tractor was ever 
used In a demonstration in'this area. The fuel for the tractors 
was furnished by the Flamegas Company of Illinois in Rock 
Falls. Two plow* were used, a 3 14", a 3 16", a gasoline U and 
a BF furnished by Johnles Oarage. Farmers In the area also 
brought their own tractors to the demonstration. 


The farmers were greatly Impressed by the efficiency of the 
LP tractors, the economy In plowing and the reserve power.

A WASHINGTON — <f> — Develop- 
^ient of vast phosphate rock de- 


posits in Idaho and Montana is 
deemed by scientists to be neces- 
sary for the nation's welfare in 
peace or war. 


Th« rock is important in peace- 


time as a source for fertilizers. 
Agriculture is requiring increased 
production of phosphate fertilizers 
annually, and it has been estimated 
that 1950 production will have to be 


^0-per cent above the 1950 output 
^P!o provide food for increased popu- 
• lation. 


The rock would be vital in war- 


time because it contains the atom- 
ic bomb ingredient, uranium. The 
enemy probably would cut ship- 
ping lanes to Africa and Australia, 
present major uranium sources for 
the U.S. 


Blockson Chemical Co.. recent- 


ly confirmed what the Atomic En- 


^ergy Commission has believed for 
^several years, that small quanti- 


ties of uranium can feasibly be re- 
covered in the process of making 
phosphate chemicals. 


Blockson has begun taking ura- 


nium from phosphate rock in its 
processing plant near Johet, and 
other chemical firms are building 
full-scale uranium recovery units. 


Test plants have been operating 


for years, and industries and col- 


leges have teamed with several 
government agencies in, seeking ef- 


ficient recovery methods. 


Research and tests are expected 


to be stimulated 
by Blockson's 


success.

URBANA—The new system of 


raising; pigs on artificial milk may 
well revolutionize the entire »wine 
industry, but it may be best to 
make the change slowly on your 
(arm. 
• 


This woid of caution comes from 


S. W. Terrill, head of the swine di- 
vision at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 


Terrill says there are still many 


questions to be answered about 
this new feeding program, and the 
needed research takes time, labor 
and equipment. He advises farm- 
ers who want to try the new irte- 
thod to start in a small way. 
- Experiment with orphan or extra 
pigs, or just a litter or two, until 
you have some experience, he sug- 
gests. 


Some of the advantages of feed- 


ing artificial milk are that you can 
raise more pigs per litter, wean 
heavier pigs, produce a more uni- 
form pig crop, get pigs on feed 
sooner, reduce sow feed costs and 
save space and labor. 


Feeding artificial milk, however, 


requites special management skill, 
and it costs more. The pigs may be 
less lesistant to disease, and death 
losses may not be reduced so much 
as you expect.

Faimers are advised by Success- 


ful Farming magazine to line up 
their harvest help as soon as pos- 
sible.

URBANA—Price of soybeans to 


Illinois farmers will likely aver- 
age 12.85 to $2.90 a bushel during 
1952-53. 


Only provision in that price range 


is that there is a free market' in 
soybean meal and only a moder- 
ate amount of governmental op- 
erations in the cottonseed oil mark- 
et next year. 


That's the prediction today of 


T. A. Hteronymus, soybean market- 
ing specialist at the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 


Two Peaks Llkejy 


Two seasonal peaks appear like- 


ly, the specialist points out. The 
first period, from November to 
January, will see soybean «pnces 
hit a $3.05 to $3.10 level. The sec- 
ond period, in June, July, August, 
may see prices reach $3.15 'to 
$3.25. 


There is a fair possibility that 


heavy exports of soybean oil next 
summer will carry soybean prices 
to higher levels. For example, Hi- 
eronymus says that if the price 
of soybean meal goes to $100 a 
ton and the price of soybean oil 
to 15 cents a pound, the pnc« ol 
soybeans to the farmer will hit 
$3.60 a bushel. 


Because of the piesent distortion 


in soybean meal price and the 
government support program for 
cottonseed oil. th.e %casonal low for 
soybeans may occur early in 1953 
rather than at soybean harvest .this 
fall. As in the past, the price ot 
soybeans will depend on the prices 
of oil and meal rather 
than on 


farmer holdings and speculation. 


Scarcity SP<*H 


Hieronymus says that if crop 


estimates prove correct, supplies 
of oilseed meals 
will 
be 
more 


scaice dunng the coming year than 
in the year now ending. However, 
on the basis of past history meal 
prices have been much higher 


Soybean Prices Expected To Be Nearly 
$2 to S3 to Illinois Farmers in '52 - '53 


during the past year than they 
should have been. Kecord-large 
supplies sold at record-high prices. 


The apparent reason for this dis- 


tortion has been the inefficiency 
and confusion caused by soybean 
meal ceilings. Hieronymus says. 
Meal has been held under veilings, 
while "mixed feeds" containing up 
to 99 per cent soybean meal have 
been allowed to sell at open mark- 
et prices. 


If the mru ket is free during this 


coming year, a basically scarcer 
product may sell for a lower price. 


Domestic Supplies Smaller 


Domestic supplies of edible fats 


and oils (production plus carry- 
over) will be smaller during the 
coming year. Oil is being consum- 
ed at a high rate, which should 


hold steady with new uses for the 
oil and increasing consumption of 
margarine. Supplies are at a more 
manageable level than they were 
a year ago, and prices are substan- 
tially lower. 


There is a fair possibility of 


larger exports of edible oil, partic- 
ularly next summer. 


Because of the extreme uncer- 


tainty, of prices this year, the 
wisest policy may be to sell some 
soybeans at harvest or early winter 
and hold the rest for the late spring 
or summer market, Hieronymus 
suggests. Ceiling prices should not 
have much influence on fanner 
selling plans. 


In the past these "schemes" 


have not had much permanence, 


j Hieronymus states.

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Wisconsin Voters Seem to Feel 


McCarthy's Methods Okay 


In the weeks ahead, no American citizen anywhere and 


certainly no candidate for major national office can escape 
giving sober thought to the resounding primary victory 
scored in Wisconsin by Senator McCarthy. 


The senator won real popular approval. Triumph by a 


margin of 325,000 can't be dismissed as just the work of an 
effective state Republican organization. Vote totals indicate, 
in fact, that many Democrats crossed over to support Mc- 
Carthy, as they are allowed to do under Wisconsin law. The 
reverse had been expected. 


Plainly, the people of Wisconsin are not seriously im- 


pressed with the ceaseless attacks made upon McCarthy over 
the past two years. Critics who have charged that he has 
tarred many innocent people while not really accomplishing 
anything seem not to have made impact in his home area. 
» 
* 
* 


To judge from the primary, the voters view these criti- 


cisms as either beside the point or unfair and exaggerated. 
Not uncommonly, the people of any particular state resent 
attacks by outsiders against one of their own. Senator Taft 
reaped a harvest of votes on this score in Ohio two years 
ago. And no man has been more steadily assailed from the 
outside than McCarthy. 


Wisconsin citizens evidently feel, too, that communism in 


all its forms is a hateful thing which must be swiftly and 
efficiently eradicated wherever found. In this they may very, 
well be joined by the overwhelming majority of Americans. 
There appears to be slim patience with those who approach 
the task with a "soft" attitude. 


When President Truman labeled the 1947 Alger Hiss in- 


vestigation a "red herring," he gave the impression he wasn't 
too troubled over subversives in government. Others in his 
administration also belittled probers who were striking real 
pay dirt. By their casualness, they set the stage for men 
who would attack the evil more aggressively. 


McCarthy was only one such man, but he has managed 


to convince millions of his countrymen that he is the out- 
standing foe of Communists in government. 
• 
* • 


Once deep fears are stirred, people perhaps are irresis- 


tibly drawn to the support of anyone who seems devoted to 
removing the cause of those fears. 
They may not worry 


too greatly over the technio.ues used in attacking what they 
fear. They brush these aside, intent only on what they see 
as the "great good"—the fight against communism. 


The Wisconsin verdict, therefore, is almost surely a posi- 


tive assertion of support for the man who, to millions, is the 
symbol of the fight against internal enemies. The voters 
there seemed to say that McCarthy's objectives are good, 
and that in consequence the means he uses to reach them 
are unimportant. 


All Wisconsin voters get a chance in November to ratify 


or'reverse that decision. And some day all America may 
haveito face the same choice.
